Absence of such Registrar, and every such Deputy Registrar while 
so acting shall have all the Powers and Duties and be subject to all 
the Provisions and Penalties declared by the said recited Act and 
this Act concerning Registrars of Marriages, and in case of the Death 
of the Registrar shall act as Registrar until another be appointed, aud 
every Registrar shall be civilly responsible for the Acts and Omissions 
of his Deputy.
